TARIFF AND PRICES.

It is often asserted by the advocates of free
trade that the consumer pa.rs the duty imposed by
the tariff in all cases. ‘This is grossly untrue,
because we manufacture many articles cheaper
than they could be imported wi'hout any duty.
But the free trader says this is specially true in
regard to those articles which are not made here.
On one article I can speak from personal knowl-
edge, viz: crockery, of which there is but one
small manufactory in this country, having no in.
fluence on its price.

By the late tariff the duty was raised from 20
to 30 per cent. This article is regulated in Eng-
land by a list made in 1814, and from this price a
discount is made. Before the passage of the
tariff the discount was (for cash in England) 45
